}m;‘i’: gt::«rmlnsd to ignore the Tenure
of Oftioo bill in the oase of Seoretary Stanton,
and, instead of reporting the suspension of
that efficer, with the reasons for it, to the
Benate, a8 required by law, to treat his sus-
pension a8 an absolute removal, and send in
s new appointment for confirmation. Of
ooutse, this may be a mere rumor, like a
thousand others started in Washington whioh
pever have any foundation in fact; yet there
are indications that such a course of prooe-
dare may fivally be determined upon. The evi-
dent deaire to get General Grant out of the War
Offioe points in this direction. He could not be
made vee of to hold on to the office in deflance
of law. Some supple and unscrupulous tool
would have to be found if such a scheme were
to be sucoesafully onrried out. N, therefore,
Goneral Grant remains in the War Office, it
may safely be assumed that the President has
made up his mind to obey the law, and that
the suspension of Becretary Stantom, with the
reasons therefor, will be duly reported to
the Senate. The attempt to ignore the law
would, of ocourse, at once precipitate matters
batween Congress and the soting President.
The moment the time had expired within
which Mr. Johnson must have presented his
oharges, should he have failed to do so, Becre-

settlement of onr rate of taxes and ounr tariff
is demanded by the public. The people will
no longer brook the megloot of thess ques-
tions. It bas required & vast supply of patri-
otlsm to endaure these slights In the past,
but they must be settled woon. While recon-
struotion affects the Sonth and the nation,
taxes affect the pocket of each man, and the
tarift is of vital importance to all manufao-
turers and their employés. These come muoch
nearer home, and they therefora demand a
mnch greater care in their adjustment,

In the fOrst place, the pressnt system of
taxation needs revision. We are proceeding
entirely too fast in the work of extinguishing
the national debt. [t is very pleasant, and a
canse of just pride, to say that we have de-
creased the burden one hundred millions in a
year or go. Hut it {s not fair to our genera-
tion that we shonld be called upon to pay it
off. 'We have dome n great work in fighting
the battle and in lending the money, and it is
only proper that those who, in the fatars, are
to reap the benefits, should also relisve us of
some of our weighty load. It must be remem-
bered that while it requires a rate of five per
cent. and more on the present sunual reve-
nue of the nation to pay off the intersst, yet
if we allow the debt to remain without
diminishing it in the least, in the course of
ten years or more the produot of our rapidly
growing country will inorease at such a ratio
that we will require not mors than three per
cent. to rajse the same sum a8 now requires
five per cent. It is, therefore, to the real in-
terest of the American people to foster the
industries of the country, to remove from
them as much of the burden as is possible, and
while neglecting to decrease the debt by over
taxation to-day, to postpone for the future its
gettlement, when the vast resources of onr
country are developed. This subject should
receive the immediate attention of our Con-
gressmen. At the present rate of taxation we
the

tary Stanton would, by the operation of the
law Haelf, beoome again invested with the
full powers and duties of his office.
Congresa would recogunize bim as Secratary of
War, and would refuse to recognlze any other
personin that capacity. General Grant and the
other officers of the army would also be bonnd
by the law, and would recognize the legal
Searetary of War.

It is needless to attempt to follow out the
oomplications which must necessarily arise in
guch & case, If Mr. Johnson has a spark of
patriotism left, he will not force such a con-
fliot npon the country, and if he pos:esses ordi-
mary prudence, he will not invoke it upon
himself. Indeed, he has already committed
himself to the law by his suspension of Secre.
tary Stanton, All the proceedings in that
case, and the language used, were according
to the Tenure of Office law. Secretary Stauton
was pot removed, but suspended; General
Grant was not appointed Heoretary of War,
but Becretary ad intorim. The FPresident has,
therefore, recognized the law already, and
sannot congistently new attempt to over-
ride it.

It oannot for a moment be supposed that the
Congreas of the United States will back down
from the ground it has taken. We trust the
day will never arrive in this country when the
ropresentatives of the people will convede the
right of the President to sit in judgment upon
the laws they may pass, and to pick out such
s he will execute and such as he will ignore.
When we get to that pass we had better call
our President an Emperor, and be done with it.
The right to refuse to execute one law implies
the right to refuse to execute another. The
right to sit in judgment upon the Tenure of
Offloe law implios the right to sit in judgment
upon every other law. The assumption trauns
forms the President into the supreme power
in the Btate. When we reach this extremity,
lot us at least have a better and wiser man
than Andrew Johnson to clothe with the im-

perial purple.

The Duty of Oor Public Men—The Con-
sideration of Taxes and tae Tariffl,

Tunse remaing before the meeting of Congress
s litte less than five weeks' time in which
the members can learn the lessons of the elec-
tion, and prepare themselves for the duty which
will be theirs upon the assemblage of that
body. There can be no doubt that the courss
of prooeedings in each session is determined
almost entirely by the subjects on which the
members have prepared themselves previous
to the meoting of the Honses. It has been the
polioy, for many years, for our public men to
write out their speaches on politionl topics, and
aatonish the nation by the quantity, if not ths
quality of their orations. 'We earnestly hops,
however, that the present session will not be
wearied into worthilessness by the long-winded
barangues of gentlemen on the subjects of
political discussion. The country is thoroughly
slok of politios. For years we have had

nothing else. Every thought, word, and

sotlon in our National [legislature, has

tended towards the same result—political

effeot. For three years, at least, the

subjeot of recomstruction has monopolized

attention, It was one of vital importaucs, aud

we do not regret the time bestowed on its oon-

pideration. The Way into the future conld uot

be olearly seen, and Congross wan compelled

to feel each advancing s5tep W Lo sure it waa

have & suarplus, after paying in-
terest. We do mot want a balance of
ninety millions, or the Ilike. If we

have an excess of ten millions, it will be
all that we will require. By this means we
will be enabled to throw off the tax on many
of the necessaries, and donbtless be able to
exdlude from taxation that portion of a man’s
income which is actually expended in the
support of his family. We have reason to
believe that the tax of five per cent. on the
savings of the people wounld be sufficient, with
a well-ordered tariff;, to raise the §120,000,000
or g0 that are annually needed to meet our
interest. The attention of all our public men
ghould be directed, previons to the meeting
of Congress, to the solution of the question—
to the settlement of the vexed issue, how to
relieve the needy, cease to oppress the poor,
and yet raise enough to meet our indebtedness.

The second great question to be settled is
that of the tariff. The present schedule was a
wretched compromiss, illy ealenlated to satisfy

any one. We want a revision of the imports.
There is no gunestion but that for many years

to come our native industry must be fostered
by & tariff, which, while it is not so high as to
be virtually prohibitory, shall at least put onr
wannfactories on a fooling of equality with
foreign establishments. Sunch a regulation is
to the interests of the employed as well as the
employer, and ia of vital value to us of Penn

sylvania. What we want i3 to ses such a nice
balance adjusted as  will  protect
native industries, but at the smme time
not prevent foreign competition, for
if competition be prevented, as s
desired Ly soms, n state of things will be
brought about which will subject the masses
to imposition at the hands of the capitalists;
while, if the tariff be placed too low, the price
of labor must fall, becanse of the fall of the
ourrent price of the artivle. The subjeot is
one of great difficulty, and we need some com-
prehensive mind to handle it. We see no one
among our public men capable of grasping it,
without the aid of others, and therefore must
rely on the general contributions to the fund
of information, in order that we may gain
the result wenead. If these two questions be
properly considered previous to the assemblage
of the two Houses, there will be little time left
for political discussion. Our Congress will
| Bave its time all taken up with the vital
| question, &nd opportunity be given it to
| gain far more prestige before the people than
it conld win by the best of political
speeches. For the people, while they admire
a brilliant speaker, have lasting confidence in
the man who relieves them from unnnecessary
burdens, and while providing for their protec-
tion, yet sees the national homor is preserved
inviolate.

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Ventilation.

Diseire all that has been written and said
upon the subject of ventilation, it seems im-
possible to secure the attention of the public
to it in any practical manner. New buildings
are comstautly erected without any refer
ence to the simplest prinoiples of health or
comfort in this respect. The splendid new
Horticultural Hall, just erected in this city,
proves to be most illy and most ineffiviently
ventilated. At the large meetings held in it
the air becowes terribly stifling and deadly.
We have had ocoasion to be there several
times lately, and can speak from personal
knowledge and experience, How a building
50 deficient in the very first -requisite of a
place for large public gatherings, cams to be
erected in a city where the laws of life are a«
well understood us they are or ought to be
Lere, passen our comprehension. The proper
methods of ventilating public bulldings, 80 as
lo preserve the air fresh and pure, are wol)
understood, and are neither diffioult nor ex-
peusive. We oan ascribe $he faflure in this
owie only t gross ignorance or criminal
negleot,

We are informed, upon reliable sutherity,
that the same fallury to seoure proper ventils-

gion is being displayed in tho new sud oostly

swchool-houses which are being ereoted in
varfous parta of our oity, Now, If there ia
any olass of that ought to be most
porfeotly ventilated, it is our sohool-houses,
They are orowded with the olilldren of our city
—many eof them of tender yeara—who are
abliged to spend hours within them daily. A
fallure of proper ventilation here involves the
lives and health of hundreds and thousands,
All that geience can do should be done to give
our ohildren fresh afr during thair school days.
And here, again, the problem {s not a diffioult
oue. The trouble {s that the matter is almoat
wholly neglected. Thoueands of dollars will
be expended for nseless ornament, and sohool
rooms left like a tight box for ohildren to sit
in five or six hours a day; or if anything is
attempted, it is vsually some petty, half-way
contrivance, which totally fails to aceomplish
the desired end.

The most terrible instromenta of torture
that we know of at the present day are what
are called “sleeping cars’ on our railroads.
If any one wants to realize, in sgome faint de-
gree, the horrors of the famed Black Hole of
Caloutta, let him spend a night in one of these
unventilated, recking, stifling ocars. Thair
builders seem to have bLeen men who were
utterly ignorant that fresh air is essential to
life and comfort, and those who have tham in
charge are nsually still more ignorant. As a
rule, almost without exception, thers is no
proper and suflivient ventilation about them;
and the unfortunate passenger who apends a
night within them, does so0 at the peril of
health, if not life itself. The ventilation of
ordinary railroad oars is bad enough, but that
of “sleeping cars' is simply execrable.

The Downfall of the Pope.

Tux dews from Europe leaves little room to
doubt that the temporal power of the Pope
has come to a sudden end, and that Rome is
at last virtually the capital of Italy. The
Pontifical army and the revolutionists have
had two severa engagements in the south
eastern portion of the Papal States, and the
revolutionists have trinmphed in both. The
revolutionista are under the lead of Menotti
Garibaldi, a son of the great General, Their
gcattered forces are now united, and afer
these decisive victories the possession of Rome
itself can hardly be a matter of doubt. Gari-
baldi calls the whole nation to arms, while
Mazzini urges the people to proclaim a re-
publio. These are startling events, and their
influence upon the peace of Burope it ig diffi-
cult to foretell.

Wane HamrroN rvoR IMTPARTIAL SUFFRAGH.—
Wade Humpton, of South Caroling, writes, in a
letter to cltizens of hiz State:--*On a Iate pub-
lic occasion, where many of you were present,
I expressed my perfect williugness to see impar-
tinl suffrage established at the South; apd I
believe that this opivion is enterta'ned not only
by a large majority of the intulligent and
reflecting whites, but also of the same class
among the blucks, 1 depreente universsl sut-
frage, nol only on general prluu‘ljloﬂ, buay cope-
clally in the case before us, because I deny the
right of Conpress to prescribe the rules of
ctilzeoship fu the Silatcs. The Supreme Court
has decided Lthat 8 negro is not a cltizen of the
UTnited Siates, and Congress csunuot roverse
that docision by an act,  The States, however,
are compelent to confer eltizenship on the
negro. We huve recogoized the freedom of the
blacks, and have placed this fact beyond all
probability of doubt, denial, or recall, Lef us
recognize in the same frank manner, and us
fully. their politieal mghts. For myself, 1
copless that T am perfectly willing to see a
censtitution adopted by our Stawe conferring
the clective franchise on the negro, on pre-
cisely the same terms as It to be exercised by
the white man, guarding aguinst the abuse of
this privilege by establishing a slight educa-
tional and property qualification for all classes,”
